2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

Document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document) an 
insulation structure for an internal insulation of a vehicle, for arrangement in an 
intermediate space between an internal panelling of the vehicle and an outside skin 
of the vehicle (par. [0001]; figs. 14, 15), the insulation structure comprising: 

an insulation package (40, 42, 44, 46, 48); wherein 

an insulation core (42) is embedded in the insulation package; 

a film of a burn-through safe film material (44, 46); wherein 

the film material is an obstruction to fire to which a film surface region of this film 

is subjected during a fire incident (par. [0001], [0021]); and wherein 

the insulation package is essentially enveloped by the film (par. [0040]; fig. 1 1 ). 

2.2 Also document D2 discloses in combination all features of clairn 1 . Therefore, the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is also not new with respect to this document. 



3 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2-1 0 

Dependent claims 2-1 0 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT).
